I 
can appreciate the feeling which animated 
those who assembled in that convention. 


“I know something of the strength of 
party ties, and because I was in a position 
whoro I lookod forward to a possibility of 
like action on my own part I can appreciate 
tho depths of a conviction that led them 
to place the intorcsts of their country 
above tho welfare of their party. 
Moro 
than a year ago, when wo wero ongaged 
in a struggle to bring tho Democratic 
party to an indorsement of free coinage, 
the question was put to mo whether, in 
ease of failure, I would support tho Demo­ 
cratic nominee if ho wero a gold standard 
advocate, running upon a gold standard 
platform.

Tbe mode of using the machete is en- 


tirely different from that which is usu- 
al with the sword. Tbe thrust is not 
employed at all. The aim with tbe 
machete is to cut and slash. The in- 
surgents ordinar.ily carry the weapon 
in a scabbard at tbe left side of the belt 
or dangling from a chain attached to 
the right wrist. In any case the weapon 
is not held in position for use until tbe 
lines are within a few yards of each 
other. 


When the word is passed the machete 


Is pulled from the scabbard with an up- 
ward stroke diagonally to the right, 
with the long sharp edge toward tbe 
enemy. The stroke is aimed at the ab- 
domen of the person attacked, with tbe 
intent of wounding the body below the 
waist. Then, with the weapon raised 
to the full length of the right arm, the 
wrist is simply turned over and the 
machete makes a stroke back to the 
left, so as to slash the victim's neck, 
and, if possible, partially behead him. 
With one more turn of the wrist tbe 
edge of the machete strikes downward, 
cleaving tbe body again. 


This is done with wonderful dexter- 


ity, and these strokes are easiest to 
learn of all made with edged weapons. 
In tbe bands of the insurgents, habitu- 
ated to the use of tbe machete, and who 
are very strong, these blows are fright- 
fully effective, and a machete wound 
Is usually fataL The battle of Baira, 
in which so many Spaniards were de- 
capitated, and which was the bloodiest 
in Cuban history, was won by machetes 
against the best American Springfield 
rifles in the hands of the Spaniards. 
The Cubans, however, have purchased 
a number of Remington and Moser 
rifles, and are making every effort to 
encourage their countrymen in the use 
of guns.

Cuba’s national weapon, the machete, 
to & terrible instrument of destruction. 
One of tho horrible features of a field 
of battle where machetes are used is 
the number of partly beheaded and 
fearfully mutilated bodies that are 
found lying all around, which present 
a ghastly sight even to the sturdy sol­ 
diers who have survived the conflict. 


The machete has played no small part 
In the history of all \iprisings in the 
Spanish-speaking 
provinces, 
but 
in 
Cuba it has done such execution that if 
the island should wiu her freedom tho 
machete ought to be included in the 
coat-of-anns of Cuba libra. It is the 
tool of the Cuban workingman. With 
It he earns his living cutting the sugar 
cane. With It he cuts the firewood for 
his own use. Indeed, it is hatchet and 
knife combined for him. Every man in 
Cuba possesses a machete, no matter 
what else he does not own. 
( 


The mode of using the machete is en­ 
tirely different from that which is usu­ 
al with the sword. The thrust is not 
employed at all, 
The aim with the 
machete is to cut and slash. 
The in­ 
surgents ordinarily carry the weapon 
in a scabbard at the left side of the belt 
br dangling from a chain attached to 
the right wrist. In any case the weapon 
Is not held in position for use untU the 
lines are within a few yards of each 
other. 


When the word is passed the machete 
is pulled from the scabbard with an up­ 
ward stroke diagonally to the right, 
with the long sharp edge toward the 
enemy. The stroke is aimed at the ab­ 
domen of the person attacked, with the 
intent of wounding the body below the 
waist. Then, with the weapon raised 
to the full length of the right arm, the 
wrist is simply turned over and the 
machete makes a stroke back to the 
left, so as to slash the victim’s neck, 
and, if possible, partially behead him. 
With one more turn of the wrist the 
edge of the machete strikes downward, 
cleaving the body again. 


This is done with wonderful dexter­ 
ity, and these strokes are easiest to 
learn of all made with edged weapons. 
In the hands of the insurgents, habitu­ 
ated to the use of the machete, and who 
are very strong, these blows are fright­ 
fully effective, and a machete wound 
Is usually fatal. The battle of Baira, 
In which so many Spaniards were de­ 
capitated, and which was the bloodiest 
in Cuban history, was won by machetes 
against the best American Springfield 
rifles in the hands of the Spaniards. 
The Cubans, however, have purchased 
a number of Remington and Moser 
rifles, and are making every effort to 
encourage their countrymen in the use 
of guns.

The case of the Chester county mur­ 
derer, Elvin, is to the point. 
There is 
not a doubt of his guilt, not a question 
that the,jury which convicted him was 
as competent and fair as any jury that 
can be obtained. 
He has, neverthe­ 
less, been granted a new trial on ac­ 
count of the mistakes of the Sheriff in 
putting in the jury box in place of the 
juror whose name was drawn another 
man of the same name. 
The proceed­ 
ing is a costly one lor the taxpayer, 
but as it accords with indisposition of 
society to put men to death the people 
of Chester county are quite well satis 
fied that the sheriff should have made 
a mistake. 
Of course if such mistakes 
were made too frequently there would 
be some other kind of opinion created, 
resulting in a movement either for a 
severer execution of the laws on the 
statute books or for the abolishment of 
capital punishment.

east, with but indifferent success, be 
left tbe east and traveled with teams 
.to Pittsburg, where he went by boat 
to St. Louis, then but a small frontier 
town. From here be traveled over 
laud by pack mules to California, 
where be tried bis fortune at gold 
mining. During the Mexican war he 
was engaged as a blacksmith, by the 
Government. After'peace was declar 
ed he traveled through Mexico and 
sailed from the Gulf of California to 
San Francisco, and, after traveling 
over a great part of the then known 
west, during which be met with some 
pretty rough experiences, he returned 
home via the Isthmus of Panama,hav- 
ing been in the west about 7 years. 


In 1850 he was married to Mary 


A., daughter of John Eckeniode, of 
Mounipleasant township, who sur- 
vives him. To this union there were 
born 11 children, nine of whom are 
still living, viz:—Edward J. and 
Francis S, in Nebraska; John F. and 
Emory A, in Utab; Henry I., Mater 
nus J. and Oliver A., in New Oxford; 
Josephine C. Smith (widow of the late 
Andrew I. Smith, of Mountpleasant 
twp.,) in Oxford township, and Mary 
Ellen, wife of Edward Ebaugh, in 
Hanover. William W. died on Oct. 
7,"1876, and Laura when an infant. 


In 1850 Mr. Smith purchased tbe 


farm in Oxford township, upon which 
be died, and resided upon it ever 
since that time with the exception of 
two years spent in Hanover. In 1887 
be took a trip through the western 
part of the country, visiting his two 
sons (J. F. and O. A.,) who were then 
in Wyoming. From there he went 
to Kansas where be has two sisters 
and a brother living. During all this 
time be lived an honorable and up* 
right life, and no one ever appealed 
to him for a favor in vain. He was 
always posted on the trend of publis 
events, and always bad the courage 
of his convictions. 
He was at all 


times prepared to defend his theories 
or practices, and would do so in a 
respectful manner at once logical and 
convincing. 
His life was lived in ; 


such a manner—uncomplaining and 
patient under trials that were hard 
to bear, just, honorable and charita- 
ble at all times—that his earthly 
leave-taking of us has imbued us with 
a spirit of confidence that our sad be 
reavement—our loss of a patient, good 
and indulgent father—is t«» bis im- 
mortal soul the beginning of a life of 
eternal rest and enjoyrntnt in heaven; 
a reward which his good works here 
upon earth justly merits for him.

The funeral of Mr Jacob Smith* of 
Oxford township, took place on Sat­ 
urday morning at 10 o’clock, interr» 
ment being made in the cemetery at 
Conewago Chapel, after a High Mass 
of Requiem in the Catholic chirtch in 
this place, Rev. P. P. Hemler officiat­ 
ing. Thus doses a long, active and 
useful life. 


Mr. Smith was a descendent of 
Charles Smith, who with a brother 
came from Germany in 1766, and 
both were sold to pay their passage, 
which parted them never to meet 
again. 
Charles settled on a farm in 
Mountpleasant township, near Bon- 
□eauville. There be was married and 
raised a family of 12 children,of these, 
Josepb, the eldest, was at the age of 
26 married to Magdelene, the daugh­ 
ter of Jacob Lawrence. 
The couple 
subsequently bought the Smith home­ 
stead, and lived upon it during their 
long married life. To this union there 
were born 12 children, of whom the 
late Jacob Smith was the next to the 
oldest. 


Jacob Smith was born on Nov. 7, 
1822. His early life was passed upon 
the homestead, until his 19th year, 
when he served an aaprenticeship at 
the blacksmithing trade with John 
Felix. 
After finishing his trade, and 
working at it in different parts of the 
east, with but indifferent success, be 
left the east and traveled with teams 
to Pittsburg, where he went by boat 
to St. Louis, then but a small frontier 
town. 
From here he traveled over­ 
land by puck mules to California, 
where he tried his fortune at gold 
mining. 
During the Mexican war he 
was engaged as a blacksmith, by the 
Government. After peace was declar­ 
ed he traveled through Mexico and 
sailed from the Gulf of California to 
San Fruncisco, and, after traveling 
over a great part of the then known 
west, during which he met with some 
pretty rough experiences, he returned 
home via the Isthmus of Panama,hav­ 
ing been in the west about 7 years. 


In 1850 he was married to Mary 
A., daughter of John Eckenrode, of 
Mounipleasant township, who sur­ 
vives him. To this union there were 
born 11 children, nine of whom are 
still living, viz:—Edward J. and 
Francis S , in Nebraska; John F. and 
Emory A , in Utah; Henry I., Mater 
nus J. and Oliver A., in New Oxford;

India's Hoard of Specie. 


For a Ion? period of years India hns 


been characterized as a "sink hole'' of 
the precious metals, or, in other 
words, there has been for many years 
a continuous flow of the precious 
metals—gold and silver—into India, 
where they have to a large extent dis- 
appeared, undoubtedly by burial un- 
der ground for the purpose of hoard- 
ing and concealment. 
The motive 


for this under ths Mogul and native 
rulers was unquestionably to escape 
direct plunder or confiscation; but 
under British rule these hoards, 
amounting unquestionably to many 
hundreds of million0, are not taxed, 
mainly by reason of their inaccessi- 
bility, and partly by the recognized 
policy of the Government to avoid di- 
rect taxation of active capital, and en- 
ourage, by making safe its employ- 
ment, the tendency of these-buried 
treasures to como to light and enter 
into the channels of trade. 
And that 


this policy has been a wise one is 
shown by the fact that within recent 
jears there Las been an increasing dis- 
position on the part of the Indian 
owners of concealed treasures—espe- 
cially the Indian princes or rajahs—to 
withdraw them Irom their hoarding 
places and invest them in Government 
bonds or other desirable iaterest- 
bearing securities; and in this way a 
very great addition to the world's ac- 
tive stock, the money metals, may be 
anticipated in the perhaps not distant 
future.—Appleton's, Popular Science 
Monthly. 


Eve's Apples. 


The Hindoos and the Buddhists have 


always claimed that the Island of Cey- 
lon is the sice of the Biblical Garden 
of Eden. They bring several things 
to the support of their arguments on 
this Ecore.

say that it is the only spot on earth 
where the botanical curiosity called 
"Eve's apple" will grow and mature. 
The color of this queer fruit, -which 
hangs from the branches in a very 
peculiar and striking manner, is very 
beautiful, being orange on the outside 
and deep crimson within.

The na- 
tive name of the fruit is kadurn, which 
signifies "forbidden." The botanical 
name is hortus kewensis.

CONVENIENCES. 


Desirable conveniences to incorpor- 


ate in a laundry, particularly where 
one is building a new house, is the 
providing of a chuto from the second 
floor down to the lauudiy, so that 
soiled clothes can be dropped down 
whenever a change of clothing or of 
bedding is made. Such a chute may 
t?ell start -from the bathroom on tho 
second floor, if the situation is right. 
Such a chute should open out of the 
wall in the bathroom .or other room on 
the second floor. Where the laundry 
is in the basement and the china closet 
is in a position to make this possible, 
a small chuto may also extend from 
the interior of the closet to the laun- 
dry, for the easy disposition of all 
soiled table linen and other soiled ar- 
ticles on the first floor. Another laun- 
dry convenience is a rock to be placed 
against the wall, with long hooks for 
hanging up pails and mop cloths. The 
bottom of the rack should have a zinc 
or galvanized iron pan the length of 
tho rack and shallow, to'catch all drip 
from mops or pails. *The laundry 
should also have a, small closet where 
soap, washing powders, etc., may be 
kept. As to tho floor of this room, it 
is tafe to say that unless care can be 
exercissd to keep water from being 
constantly spilled upon it, a hard wood 
| floor would better give place to one of 


j soft wood with joints kept constantly 
| full of paint. If it is to he hard wood, 
then use a wood "filler" to fill the 
grain, and keep the wood full of oil, 
oiling it occasionally with raw linseed 
oil and washing it when necessary 
with kerosene. — New England 
etead. 


Preserving Fluwcrs. 


A florist of many years' experience 


gives the following receipt for pre- 
serving bouquets: When you receive 
a bouquet sprinkle it lightly with fresh 
water; then put it into a vessel con- 
taining some soapsods. which nourish 
the roots and ketp the flowers as bright 
as new. Take the bouquet out of the 
suds every morning, and lay it side- 
ways m fresh water, the stock enter- 
ing first into the water; keep it there 
a minute or two, then take it out and 
prinkle the flowers lightly by the 
band with pure water. 
Replace the 


bouquet in the soapsuds, and the flow- 
ers will bloom as fresh as when first 
gathered. 
The soapsuds need to be 


sbanged every thiru day. By observ- 
ing these rules, a bouquet can be kept 
bright and beautiful for at least one 
month, and wiil last f-:ill longer in a 
very passable slate, but the attention 
to the fair and fr.-.il creatures, as 
direcled above, mu&t he strictly ob- 
served.

HOW TO MEUD KIICHEX TTTESSIL3. 
It sometimes happens tbat a granite 


saucepan or chafing dish gets a fall, 
and in this fall a bit of the granite 
enamel is loosened and iinally peels 
off. 
The dish is of little value, lor a 


hole will soon ensue. Granite is sup- 
posed to be uamendable, but we huve 
proved that it can be mended. If the 
granite is not weakened all around 
the hole, & copper rivet, such as is 
used by harness makers, may be used 
to fill up the break. There are dif- 
ferent sizes of the rivets—they come 
with a small head, something like car- 
pet tacks. The rivet proper is slipped 
througu the hole in the granite, and 
then over the end that passes through 
is slipped a copper washer (which 
conies with the rivet), then with a few 
taps of a tack hammer'the rivet is 
flattened down on the washer. This 
effectually mends the break in the 
granite, and makes it practically as 
good as new= 
If only a very small hole is found a 


bit of copper wire is used to mend it. 
The wire is slipped through the hole, 
after being cut the right length, and 
then with a tack hammer it is flattened 
on both sides of the granite vessel 
which is being operated upon. 


The process is so simple that even a 


•woman is doing "light housekeeping" 
need not fear to undertake it, provid- 
ing she can strike a straight blow with 
a hammer, which women are not sup- 
posed capable of doing, though it may 
be among the new women there may 
be found a few who can do this. 
The 


only thing to be avoided is striking 
promiscuously upon the granite sur- 
face, and so scaling more of the en- 
amel off. The mending is almost as 
simple as the old method of putting a 
rag into a hole to mend it. 


It once happened that a high wind 


played havoc with a paper tub, and, 
after rolling it around promiscuously, 
it threw it against a stone and virtu- 
ally wrecked it forever. It also hap- 
pened that the tub belonged to a wo- 
man who had some original ideas, and 
she straightway went to work to dem- 
onstrate that, although ventilated, it 
was not wholly beyond repair. 


First she secured some putty and 


put this over the hole and smoothed 
it down carefully until it was about 
the same thickness as the papier mache 
itself of which the tub was made, etc. 
In case of an article needed for such 
use it might be well to paint it all 
over, and then it might be decorated 
if desired. I have seen this psperware 
decorated with nasturtiums, and it 
really looked pretty. An occasional 
coat of paint would be a good deal 
toward making such utensils lasting. 
—Chicago Inter-Ocean.

Sand Baths. 


At the reunion recently of Swiss 


physicians, held at Onchy, Dr. Such- 
ard read a paper on the sand bath, 
showing that invalids have been com- 
pletely or paitially cured by sand 
heated to a temperature varying, ac- 
cording to the case, from forty-five to 
sixty-five degrees centigrade. 
The 


sand, it appears, containing air be- 
tween its particles and being a bad 
conductor of heat, transmits it in a 
gentle and almost insensible manner ; 
perspiration is favored up to a point 
where the patient may lose two quarts 
of liquid in one sand bath, and by this 
evaporation an invalid may support 
continued high temperature without 
the actual temperature of the body 
rising more than a few degrees ; this, 
too, without fear of heart affections, 
if care be taken to put hot sand on the 
feet at the outset. Dr. Suchard states 
that the number of ailments that may 
be thus treated is considerable, and is 
especially beneficial in chronic rheu- 
matism and gout ; neuralgia and sci- 
atica are cured or relieved by local or 
general baths.

HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS* 


India's Hoard of Spycic, 


For a lonjr period of years India has 
been characterized as a “ sink hole*’ of 
tho precious metals, 
or, in other 
words, there has been for many years 
a continuous flow of the precious 
metals—‘gold and silver—into India, 
where they have to a large extent dis­ 
appeared, undoubtedly by burial un- 
dor ground for tho purpose of hoard­ 
ing and concealment.^ 
The motive 
for this under the Mogul and native 
rulers was unquestionably to escape 
direct plunder or confiscation; but 
under British rule 
these 
hoards, 
amounting unquestionably to many 
hundreds of millions are not taxed, 
mainly by reason of their inaccessi­ 
bility, and partly by the recognized 
policy of the Government to avoid di* 
rect taxation of active capital, and en­ 
courage, by making safe its employ­ 
ment, tho tendency of these*buried 
treasures to como to light and enter 
into the channels of trade. 
And that 
this policy has been a wise one is 
shown by the fact that within recent 
years there has been an increasing dis­ 
position on the part of the Indian 
owners of concealed treasures—espe­ 
cially tho Indian princes or rajahs—to 
withdraw them irom their hoarding 
places and invest them in Government 
bonds or other desirable interest- 
bearing securities; and in this way a 
very great addition to the world’s ac­ 
tive stock, the money metals, may be 
anticipated in the j;erhaps not diHtant 
future.—Appleton’s Popular Science 
Monthly. 


E yc’.s A pples. 


The Hindoos and the Buddhists have 
always claimed that the Island of Cey­ 
lon is the site of the Biblical Garden 
of Eden. 
They bring several things 
to the support of their arguments on 
this score. 
Among other things they 
say that it is tho only spot on earth 
where the botanical curiosity called 
“ Eve’s apple” will grow and mature. 
The color of this queer fruit, which 
hangs from the branches in a very 
peculiar and striking mauuer, is very 
beautiful, being orange on the outside 
and deep crimson within.

This singular mark, 
together with the fact that the fruit is 
a deadly poison, has caused the be­ 
stowal of the peculiar name. 
The na­ 
tive name of the fruit is kadurn, which 
signifies “ forbidden.” 
The botanical 
name is hortus kewensis. 
The trae 
and fruit were first described by Bight 
Hon. Alexander Johnson in 1812,—fc>t, 
Louis Republic. 


Preserving Flowers. 


A florist of many years’ experience 
gives the following receipt for pre­ 
serving bouquets: 
When you receive 
d bouquet sprinkle it lightly with fresh 
water ; then put it into a vessel con­ 
taining some soapsods. which nourish 
the roots and keep the flowers as bright 
as new. 
Take the bouquet out of the 
suds every morning, and lay it side­ 
ways m fresh water, the stock enter­ 
ing first into the w ater; keep it thero 
a minute or two, then take it out and 
sprinkle the ilowers lightly by the 
hand with pure water. 
Replace the 
bouquet in the soapsuds, and the flow­ 
ers will bloom as fresh as when first 
gathered. 
The soapsuds need to be 
changed every thira day. 
By observ­ 
ing those rules, a bouquet can be kept 
bright and beautiful for at least one 
month, and will last Mill longer in a 
very passable slate, but the attention 
to the fair and frail creatures, as 
directed above, mubt be strictly ob- 
oerved. 


Horsts That Take Frequent BatUs,

LAUNDRY CONVENIENCES. 


Dosirablo conveniences to incorpor­ 
ate in a laundry, particularly where 
ono is building a new house, is the 
providing of a chuto from tho second 
floor down to the lanudiy, so that 
soiled clothes can bo dropped down 
whenever a change of clothing or of 
bedding is made. 
Such a chuto may 
well start from the bathroom on tho 
second floor, if tho situation is right. 
Such a chute should open out of tho 
wall in tho bathroom .or other room on 
the second floor. 
Where the laundry 
is in tho basement and the china closet 
is in a position to mako this possible, 
a small chuto may also extend from 
tho interior of tho closet to tho laun­ 
dry, for tho easy disposition of all 
soiled table linen and othor soiled ar­ 
ticles on the first floor. 
Another laun­ 
dry convenience is a rack to be placed 
against tho wall, with long hooks for 
hanging up pails and mop cloths. Tho 
bottom of tho rack should have a zinc 
or galvanized iron pan tho length of 
tho rack and shallow, to*catch all drip 
from mops or 
pails. 
Tho laundry 
should also have a small olosot where 
soap, washing powders, otc,, may bo 
kept. 
As to tho floor of this room, it 
is bale to say that unloss care can bo 
exercised to keep wator from being 
constantly spilled upon it, a hardwood 
floor would better give place to ono of 
soft wood with joints kept constantly 
lull of paint. 
If it is to ho hard wood, 
then use a wood “ filler” to fill the 
grain, and keep the wood full of oil, 
oiling it occasionally with raw linseed 
oil and washing it when necessary 
with kerosene.—New England Home­ 
stead. 


n o w TO MEND KITCHEN UTENSILS. 


I 
It sometimes happens that a granito 
saucepan or chafing dish gets a fall, 
and in this fall a bit of the granite 
enamel is loosened and finally peels 
off. 
The? dish is of little value, lor a 
hole will soon ensue. 
Granito is sup­ 
posed to be uumendable, but we have 
proved that it can be mended. 
If the 
granito is not weakened all around 
the hole, a copper rivet, such as is 
used by harness makers, may be used 
to fill up the break. 
There are dif­ 
ferent sizes of the rivets—they come 
with a small head, something like car­ 
pet tacks. 
The rivet proper is slipped 
througn the hole in the granite, and 
then over the end that passes through 
is slipped a copper washer (which 
comes with the rivet), then with a few 
taps of a tack ham m er'the rivet is 
flattened down on the washer. 
This 
effectually mends the break in the 
granite, and makes it practically as 
good as new, 


If only a very small hole is found a 
bit of copper wire is used to mend it. 
The wire is slipped through the hole, 
after being cut the right length, and 
then with a tack hammer it is flattened 
on both sides of the granite vessel 
which is being operated upon. 


The process is so simple that oven a 
woman is doing “ light housekeeping” 
need not fear to undertake it, provid­ 
ing she can strike a straight blow with 
a hammer, which women are not sup­ 
posed capable of doing, though it may 
be among the now women there may 
be found a few who can do this. 
The 
only thing to be avoided is striking 
promiscuously upon the granite sur­ 
face, and so scaling more of the en­ 
amel off. 
The mending is almost as 
simple as the old method of putting a 
rag into a holo to mend it. 


It once happened that a high wind 
played havoc with a paper tub, and, 
after rolling it around promiscuously, 
it threw it against a stone and v irtu­ 
ally wrecked it forever. 
It also hap­ 
pened that the tub belonged to a wo­ 
man who had some original ideas, and 
she straightway went to work to dem­ 
onstrate that, although ventilated, it 
was not wholly beyond repair. 


First she secured some putty and 
put this over the hole and umoothed 
it down carefully until it was about 
the same thickness as the papier macho 
itself of which the tub was made, etc. 
In case of an article needed lor such 
use it might be well to paint it all 
over, and then it might be decorated 
if desired. I have seen this paperware 
decorated with nasturtiums, and it 
really looked pretty. 
An occasional 
coat of paint would be a good deal 
toward mailing such utensils lasting. 
—Chicago Inter-Ocean. 


RECIPES, 


Broiled Chops—P ut the chops in a 
double broiler aud broil over or be­ 
fore the fire for eight or ten minutes. 
Servo in a hot dish with one-quarter 
teaspoonful of butter and a small 
pinch of salt for each chop after they 
are cooked. 
The fire for chops should 
not be as hot as for steak. 
Turn sev­ 
eral times while cooking. 


Cream of Beet Soup—Four bunches 
of blood beets; pare, then grate and 
strain through a cloth. 
Put on the 
fire and let scald, 
I^et one pint of 
milk come to a boil and add it to the 
hot juice; one saltspoon of salt; cream 
two tablespoons of silted flour with 
two of butter and stir them slowly 
into the soup and continue stirring u n ­ 
til the mixture is thick as a rich cream. 
Add a sprinkle of black or red pepper 
as preferred.

conductor of heat, transmits it in a 
gentle and almost insensible manner ; 
perspiration is favored up to a point 
where the patient may lose two quarts 
of liquid in one sand bath, and by this 
evaporation an invalid may support 
continued high temperature without 
tho actual temperature of the body 
rising more than a few degrees; this, 
too, without lear of heart ailections, 
if care be taken to put hot sand on the 
feet at the outset. 
Dr. Suchard states 
that tho number of ailments that may 
be thus treated is considerable, and is 
especially beneiieiul in chronic rheu­ 
matism and g o u t; neuralgia and sci­ 
atica are cured or relieved by local or 
general baths. 
The most remarkable 
success has attended such treatment 
of various organic troubles of the ner­ 
vous system, also cardiac and digestive 
affections, and similarly 
favorable 
statements are made respecting tuber­ 
culous afiections of tho bones and 
joints.—New York Tribune.

rhe Deadly Weapon with WhlcbCnba 


Is WorkinK Out Her IndepcudcBcc. 
Cuba's national weapon, the machete, 
hi a terrible instrument of destruction. 
One of the horrible features of a Arid 
t>f battle where machetes are used is 
the number of partly beheaded and 
fearfully mutilated bodies that are 
found lying all around, which present 
a ghastly sight even to the sturdy sol- 
diers who have survived the conflict. 


The machete has played no small part 
In the history of all \iprisings in the 
Spanish-speaking 
provinces, 
but 
in 
Cuba it has done such execution that if 
the island should win her freedom tho 
machete ought to be Included in the 
coat-of-arms of Cuba libra. It is the 
tool of the Cuban workingman. 
With 
it he earns his living cutting the sugar 
cane. With it he cuts the firewood for 
his own use. Indeed, it is hatchet and 
knife combined for him. Every man in 
Cuba possesses a machete, no matter 
what else he does not own. 
, 


The mode of using the machete is en- 
tirely different from that which is usu- 
al with the sword. The thrust is not 
employed at all, 
The aim with the 
machete is to cut and slash. The in- 
surgents ordinai;ily carry tho weapon 
in a scabbard at the left side of the belt 
br dangling from a chain attached to 
the right wrist. In any case the weapon 
is not held in position for use until the 
lines are Avithin a few yards of each 
other. 


When the word is passed the machete 
is pulled from the scabbard with an up- 
ward stroke diagonally to the right, 
v/ith tho long sharp edge toward the 
enemy. The strolce is aimed at the ab- 
domen of the person attacked, with the 
intent of -wounding the body below the 
waist. Then, with the weapon raised 
to the full length of the right arm, the 
wrist is simply turned over and the 
machete makes a stroke back to the 
left, so as to slash the victim's neck, 
and, if possible, partially behead him. 
With one more turn of the wrist the 
edge of the machete strikes downward, 
cleaving the body again. 


This is done with wonderful dexter- 
ity, and these strokes are easiest to 
learn of all made with edged weapons. 
In the hands of the insurgents, habitu- 
ated to the use of the machete, and who 
are very strong, these blows are fright- 
fully effective, and a machete wound 
is usually fatal. The battle of Baira, 
in which so many Spaniards were de- 
capitated, and which was the bloodiest 
in Cuban history, was won by machetes 
against the best American Springfield 
rifles in the hands of the Spaniards. 
The Cubans, however, have purchased 
a number of Remington and 
Moser 
rifles, and are making every effort to 
encourage their countrymen in the use 
of guns.

A feeding experiment has been con- 
ducted by the Illinois Experiment Sta- 
tion, the result of which is worth care 
iul attention. 
It 
was conducted in 
finishing off and fattening hogs. These 
experments were made in nine differ- 
ent months of the year, and excellent 
work,. 
The average oi the sixteen lots 
showed 
pounds live weight made 
from 56 pounds. 
With corn 
worth 
35c. per bushel this would make pork 
cost but a trifle over 
3c. per pound. 
The poorest results were obtained from 
work done in January, which showed 
6.93 pounds from the bushel of 
corn 
fed to pigs weighing 108 pounds each, 
ihe next poorest result was obtained 
in June, July and August and showed 
8.28 pounds per bushel of c o m fed to 
pigs weighing 208 pounds each. 
The 
third 
poorest 
result was in July and 
showed 8.66 pounds per bushel fed to 
pigs of 223 pounds weight. 
The best 
work was done in December and show- 
ed 16.^8 pounds from one bushel of 
corn.

The funoral of Mr Jacob Smitbv of 
Oxford township, took place on Sat- 
urday morning at 10 o'clock, interr- 
ment being made in the cemetery at 
Conewago Chapel, after n High Mass 
of Requiem in the Catholic chitVch in 
this place, Rev. P. P. Hemler officiat- 
ing. 
Thus closes a long, active and 
useful life. 


Mr. Smith was a descendent of 
Charles Smith, who with a brother 
came from Germany in 1766, and 
both were sold to pay their passage, 
which parted them never to meet 
again. 
Charles settled ou a farm in 
Mountpleasant township, near Bon- 
neauville. There he was married and 
raised a family of 12 children,of these, 
Joseph, the eldest, was at the uge of 
26 married to Magdelene, the daugh- 
ter of Jacob Lawrence. 
The couple 
subsequently bought the Smith home- 
stead, and lived upon it during their 
long married life. To this union there 
were born 12 children, of whom the 
late Jacob Smith was the next to the 
oldest. 


Jacob Smith was born on Nov. 7, 
1822. His early life was passed upon 
the homestead, until his 19th year, 
when he served an aaprenticeship at 
the blacksmithing trade with John 
Felix. 
After finishing his trade, and 
working at it in difterent parts of the 
east, with but indifferent success, he 
left the east and traveled with teams 
,tu Pittsburg, where he went by boat 
to St. Louis, then but a small frontier 
town. 
From here he traveled over« 
land by pack mules to California, 
where he tried his fortune at gold 
mining. 
During Ihe Mexican war he 
was engaged as a blacksmith, by the 
Government. After peace was declar- 
ed he traveled through Mexico and 
sailed from the Gulf of California to 
San Francisco, and, after traveling 
over a great part of the then known 
west, during which he met with some 
pretty rough experiences, he returned 
home via the Isthmus of Panama,hav- 
ing been in the west about 7 years. 


In 1850 he was married to Mary 
A., daughter of John Eckenrode, of 
Mounipleasant township, who sur- 
vives him. 
To this union there were 
born 11 children, nine of whom are

riAUXDRT CONVENIENCES. 


Desirablo conveniences to iucorpoi- 
ftto in a laundry, iDftrticulorly where 
ono is building a new house, is the 
providing of a chuto from tho second 
floor down to the laundiy, BO that 
soiled clothes can bo dropped down 
whenever a change of clothing or of 
bedding is made. 
Such a chuto may 
well start -from the bathroom^ on tho 
second floor, if the situation is right. 
S u c h a chute should open out o£ tho 
wall In the bathroom .or other room on 
tho second floor. Where the laundry 
is in tho basement and the china closet 
is in a position to mako this possible, 
a small chute may also extend from 
tho interior of tho closet to tho laun- 
dry, for tho easy disposition of 
all 
soiled table linen and other soiled ar- 
ticles on the first floor. Another laun- 
dry convenience is a rack to be placed 
against the wall, with long hooks for 
hanging up pails and mop cloths. Tho 
bottom of tho rack should have a zinc 
or galvanized iron pan tho length of 
tho rack and shallow, to^catch all drip 
from mops 
or 
pails. 
Tho laundry 
should also have a small closot whero 
soap, washing powders, otc., may bo 
kept.

NOW TO 
MEND KITCHEN TJTEÍÍSILS. 


It sometimes happens that a granite 
saucepan or chafing dish gets a fall, 
and in this full a bit of tho 
grauite 
enamel is loosened and finally peels 
off. 
ThQ dish is oí: little value, ^ tor a 
hole will soon ensue. 
Granite is sup- 
posed to be unmendable, but we havo 
proved that it can be mended. 
If the 
granito is not weakened all around 
the hole, a copper rivet, such as is 
used by harness makers, may be used 
to fill up the break. 
There aro dif- 
ferent sizes of the rivets—they come 
with a small head, something like car- 
pet tacks. 
Q'he rivet proper is slipped 
througu the hole in the granite, and 
then over the end that passes through 
is slipped a copper washer 
(which 
comes with the rivet), then with a few 
taps of a tack h a m m e r ' t h e rivet is 
flattened 
down on the washer. 
This 
effectually mends the break in 
the 
granite, and makes it practically as 
good as new> 


If only a very small hole is found a 
bit of copper wire is used to nxend it. 
The wire is slipped througli the hole, 
after being cut the right length, and 
then with a tack hammer it is flattened 
on both sides of the granite vessel 
which is being operated upon. 


The process is so simple that oven a 
woman is doing ''light housekeeping" 
need not iear to undertake it, provid- 
ing she can strike a straight blow with 
ft hammer, which women are not sup- 
posed capable of doing, though it may 
be among the now women tUere may 
bo found a few who can do this. 
The 
only thing to be avoided is striking 
promiscuously upon the granite sur- 
face, and so scaling more of the en- 
amel ofi'. 
The mending is almost as 
fiimplo as the old method of putting a 
rag into a hole to mend it. 


It once happened that a high wind 
played havoc with a paper tub, and, 
after rolling it around promiscuously, 
it threw it against a stone and virtu- 
ally wrecked it forever. 
It also hap- 
pened that the tub belonged to a wo- 
man who had some original ideas, ar.d 
she straightway went to work to dem- 
onstrate that, although ventilated, it 
was not wholly beyond repair. 


First she sooured some putty and 
put this over the hole and smoothed 
it down corefully until it was about 
the same thickness as the papier macho 
itself of which the tub was made, etc. 
In case of an article needed lor such 
use it might be well to paint it all 
over, and then it might be decorated 
if desired. I have seen this paperware 
decorated with nasturtiums, and 
it 
really looked pretty. 
An occasional 
cuat of paint would be a good deal 
toward mailing such utensils lasting. 
—Chicago Inter-Ocean.
